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Lving  on  niv  back  the  other  evening,  I  fell  sound 
asleep  and  was.  consequently,  transported  through  the 
air\"  realms  of  dreamland.

lieve it  ? — is  running  a  day  nursery.  He  amuses  the 
maids  by  dancing  anvthing  from  the  Charleston  to  the 
Irish  breakdown.  Gaetano,  it  seems,  never  forgot  his 
football  days,  for  he  was  formerlv  emploved  as  end- 
man  in  a  minstrel  show.
